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AMFNDMENTS TO THE CLAIMS 

1. (Currently Amended) A substantially dry, disposable, multilayered personal care article 
suitable for cleansing, said article comprising: 

a) a water insoluble substrate comprising: 4) a batting layer comprising a composite 
material; 

b} tt^ a nonwoven layer which is disposed adjacent to said batting layer; and 

a cleansing component disposed adjacent to said water insoluble substrate, 
wherein said component comprises firom about 10% to about 1000%, by weight of the water 
insoluble substrate, of a lathering surfactant 

2. (Original) The article of Claim \ wherein said batting layer comprises fibers having a 
cross section thickness of from about 0.5 microns to about 150 microns. 

3. (Original) The article of Claim 1 wherein said batting layer comprises multicomponent 
fibers. 

4. (Original) The article of Claim 3 wherein said multicomponent fibers are bicomponent 
fibers in a core sheath arrangement. 

5. (Currently Amended) The article of Claim 1 wherein said batting tfl; , 'Or composite 
material is selected from the group consisting of fibrous nonwovens, sponges, foams, reticulated 
foams, polymeric nets, scrims, vacuum-formed laminates, formed films, formed film composite 
material and combinations thereof. 

6. (Currently Amended) The anicle of Claim 5 wherein said batting loyor composite 
material is a fonncd film composite comprising at least one formed film and at least one 
nonwoven. 

7. (Currently Amended) TTie article of Claim I wherein said batting layor composite 
material comprises two or more plies superimposed physically. 

8. (Original) The article of Claim 7 wherein said two or more plies joined together 
continuously. 
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9. (Currently Amended) The article of Claim 1 wherein said batting k ^ompooito motor iai 
has a density between 0,00005 gm/cm^ and 0-10 gm/cra*. 

10. (Currently Amended) The article of Claim I wherein said batting compo s it e layer has a 
thickness of fixim about 0.04 to 2 inches. 

11. (Original) The article of Claim 1 wherein said nonwoven layer comprises materials 
selected from the group consisting of cellulosic nonwovens, non-lofty nonwovens, formed films, 
ncm-lofty battings, foams, sponges, reticulated foams, vacuum-formed laminates, scrims, 
polymeric necs» and combinations thereof. 

12. (Original) The article of Claim 1 wherein said nonwoven layer is apertured. 

13. (Original) The article of claim 12 wherein said apertures have a diameter of from about 
0.5 to about 5 mm. 

14. (Original) The article of Claim 1 wherein said nonwoven laytt comprises a composite 
material comprising additional layers. 

15. (Currently Amended) The article of Claim 14 wherein said nonwoven layer composite 
material comprises formed films. 

16. (Original) The article of Claim 1 wherein said batting layer and said nonwoven layer are 
bcmded to fbnn a single composite layer comprising a first side and a second side. 

17* (Original) The article of Claim 16 wherein the bonding is selected fh>m the group 
consisting of spot bonding, continuous joining, in a discontinuous pattern, bonding at the 
external edges, bonding at discrete loci or combinations thereof. 

18. (Original) The article of Claim 16 wherein said first side and said second side having 
different textures. 

19. (Original) The article of Claim 1 further comprising one or more additional layers 
wherein said layers are attached to said batting and said nonwoven layers. 
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20. (Original) The article of Claim 19 wherein said one or more additional layers having a 
thickness of at least one millimeter. 

2L (Original) The article of Claim 1 wherein said cleansing component is disposed between 
said batting layer and said nonwoven layer of said water insoluble substrate. 

22. (Original) The article of Claim 1 wherein said cleansing component is impregnated into 
and/or onto said batting layer and/or said nonwoven layer of said water insoluble substrate, 

23. (Original) The article of Claim 1 wherein said lathering surfactant is selected from the 
group consisting of anionic lathering surfactants, cationic lathering surfactants, nonionic lathering 
surfactants, amphoteric lathering suifaccants, and combinations thereof 

24. (Original) The article of Claim 23, said lathering surfactants are selected from the group 
consisting of anionic lathering surfactants selected from the group consisting of ammonium 
lauroyl sarcosinate, sodium trldeceth sulfate^ sodium lauroyi sarcosinale, ammonium laureth 
sulfate, sodium laureth sulfate, ammonium cocoyl isethionate, sodium oocoyl isethionate, sodium 
laun>yi isethionate, sodium cetyl sulfate, sodium monolauiyl phospate, sodium cocoglyceryl ether 
sulfonate, sodium C^-C^j soap, and combinations thereof; nonionic lathering surfactants selected 
from the group consisting of lauramine oxide, cocoamine oxide, decyl polyglucose, lauryl 
polygtuGOse, sucrose cocoate, C 12-1 4 glucosamides, sucrose laurate, and combinations thereof; 
cationic lathering surfactants selected from the group consisting of fatty amines, di-fatty 
quaternary amines, tri-fatty quaternary amines, imidazolinium quaternary amines, and 
combinations thereof; amphoteric lathering surfactants selected from the group consisting of 
disodium lauroamphodiacctate, sodium lauroamphoacetate> cetyl dimethyl betaine, 
cocoamidopropyl b^ine, cocoamidopropyi hydroxy sultaine^ and combinations thereof. 

25. (Currently Amended) A substantially dry, disposable, multilayered personal care article 
suitable for cleansing, said article comprising: 

a) a water insoluble substrate comprising: 

i) a batting layer oomprioing a oomposit e matorial oomprioing a nonwoven layer; 

ii) a nonwoven layer which is disposed adjacent to said batting layer: and 

b) a cleansing component disposed adjacent to said water insoluble substrate, wherein 
said component comprises ftom about 10% to about 1000%, by weight of the water 
insoluble substrate, of a lathering surfactant. 
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26. (Original) A method of cleansing the skin and hair which comprise the Steps 6£ 

a) wetting the article of Claim 1 ; and 

b) contacting the skin or hair with the wetted article. 

27. (Original) A substantially dry» disposable personal care article suitable for conditioning, 
said article comprising: 

a) a water insoluble substrate comprising: 

1) a batting layer comprising a composite material; and 

2) a nonwoven layer which is disposed adjacent to said batting layer, and 

b) a therapeutic benefit component, disposed adjacent to said water insoluble substrate, 
wherein said comj>onent comprises from about 10% to about 1000%, by weight of the 
water insoluble substrate, of a therapeutic benefit agent. 

28. (Original) The article of Claim 27 wherein the therapeutic benefit agent is selected from 
the group consisting of hydrophobic conditioning agents^ hydrophillc conditioning agents, 
structured conditioning agents, and combinations thereof. 

29. (Original) The article of Claim 2S wherein said therapeutic benefit agent is in the form of 
an emulsion. 

30. (Original) The article of Claim 29 wherein said emulsion is a water-in-oil emulsions. 

3 L (Original) The article of Claim 27 wherein said therapeutic benefit agent is in the form of 
a coacervate-forming composition. 

32. (Original) A method of conditioning the skin and hair which comprise the steps of: 

a) wetting the article of Claim 27; and 

b) contacting the skin or hair with the wetted article. 

33. (Original) A substantially dry, disposable personal care article suitable for both cleansing 
and conditioning, said article comprising: 
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a) a water insoluble substrate comprising! 

1) a batting layer comprising a composite material; and 

2) a nonwoven layer which is disposed adjacent to said batting layer; 

b) a cleansing component disposed adjacent to said batting layer, wherein said 
component comprises from about 10% to about 1000%, by weight , of the water 
insoluble substrate, of a lathering surfactant; and 

c) a therapeutic benefit component^ disposed adjacent to said water insoluble substrate, 
wherein said component comprises from about 10% to about 1000%, by weight of the 
water insoluble substrate, of a therapeutic benefit agent. 

34. (Original) A method of cleansing and cx>ndition skin and hair, said method comprising the 
Steps of: 

a) wetting the article of Claim 33; 

b) contacting the skin or hair with the wetted article, 

35. (Original) A personal cane kit comprising the article of Claim 1 and an additional article 
which comprises a substrate and a therapeutic benefit component. 

36. (Original) A personal care kit comprising the article of Claim 27 and an additional article 
which comprises a substrate. 

37. (New) The article of Claim 1, wherin said batting layer having an Abrasiveness Value of 
greater than about 15. 

38. (New) The article of Claim 25, wherin said nowoven layer comprises a composite 
material. 

39- (New) The article of Claim 25, wherein said batting layer comprises synthetic fibers 
selected from the group consisting of nylon fibers^ rayon fibers, polyolefm fibers, 
polyester fibers, and combinations thereof 

40. (New) The article of Claim 25 wherein said batting layer comprises fibers having an 
average thickness of from about 0.5 microns to about 150 microns. 
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4K (New) The article of Claim 25 wherein said bauing layer coin|>r]ses miikicoraponent 
fibers. 

42. (New) The article of Claim 41 wherein said multicomponent fibers are bicoraponent 
fibers in a core-sheath arrangement, 

43. (New) The article of Claim 25, wherein said nonwoven layer comprises materials selected 
from the group consisting of cellulosic nonwovens» non-lofty nonwovens, formed films, 
non-lofty battings, foam&, sponges, reticulated foams, vacuum-formed laminates, scrims^ 
polymeric nets, and combinations thereof. 

44. (New) The article of Claim 25 wherein said baning layer and said nonwoven layer are 
spot bonded to one another. 

45. (New) The article of Claim 25 wherein said batting layer has a density between 0.00005 
gm/cm^ and 0.10 gm/cm^. 

46. (New) The article of Claim 25 wherein said batting layer has a thickness of from about 
0.04 to 2 inches. 

47. (New) The article of Claim 25 wherein said nonwoven layer is apertuzed. 

48. (New) The article of claim 47 wherein said apertures have a diameter of from about 0.5 to 
about 5 mm. 

49. (New) The article of Claim 25 wherein said batting layer and said nonwoven layer are 
bonded to form a single composite layer comprising a first side and a second side. 

50. (New) The article of Claim 49 wherein the bonding is selected from the group consisting 
of spot bonding, continuous joining, in a discontinuous pattern, bonding at the external 
edges, bonding at discrete loci or combinations thereof- 

5L (New) The article of Claim 50 wherein said first side and said second side having 
different textures. 
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52. (New) The article of Claim 25 further comprising one or more additional layers wherein 
said layers are attached to said batting and said nonwoven layers. 

53. (New) The article of Claim 52 wherein said one or more additional layers having a 
thickness of at least one millimeter. 

54. (New) The article of Claim 25 wherein said cleansing component is disposed between 
said batting layer and said nonwoven layer of said water insoluble substrate. 

55. (New) The article of Claim 25 wherein said cleansing component is impregnated into 
and/or onto said batting layer and/or said nonwoven layer of said water insoluble 
substrate. 

56. (New) The article of Claim 25 wherein said lathering surfactant is selected from the group 
consisting of anionic lathering surfactants, cationic lathering surfactants, nonionic 
lathering surfactants, amphoteric lathering surfactants, and combinations thereof. 

57. (New) The article of Claim 56, said lathering surfactants are selected from the group 
consisting of anionic lathering surfactants selected from the group consisting of 
ammonium lauroyi sarcosinate, sodium trideceth suliate, sodium lauroyl sarcosinate, 
ammonium laureth sulfate, sodium laureth sulfate, ammonium cocoyl isethionate, sodium 
cocoyl isethionate, sodium lauroyl iscthionate, sodium cetyl sulfate, sodium monolauryl 
phospate, sodium cocoglyceryl ether sulfonate, sodium C9-C22 soap, and combinations 
thereof; nonionic lathering surfactants selected from the group consisting of lauramine 
oxide, cocoamine oxide, decyl polyglucose, lauryl polyglucosc, sucrose cocoate* C 12-14 
glucosamides, sucrose laurate, and combinations thereof; cationic lathering surfactants 
selected from the group consisting of fatty amines, dl-fatty quaternary amines, tri-fany 
quaternary amines, imidazolinium quaternary amines, and combinations thereof; 
amphoteric lathering sur&ctants selected from the group consisting of disodium 
lauroamphodiacetate^ sodium lauroamphoacetate, cetyl dimethyl betaine, 
cDCoamidopropyl betaine, cocoamidopropyl hydroxy sultaine, and combinations thereof. 

58. (New) A substantially dry, disposable* niultilaycred personal care article suitable for 
cleansing, said article comprising: 

a)a water insoluble substrate comprising: 
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j)a batting layer comprising a composite material comprising a 
nonwoven layer; and 
b) a cleansing component disposed adjacent to said water insoluble 
sub^ate, wherein said component comprises from about 10% to about 
1000%, by weight of the water insoluble substrate, of a lathering surfactant. 
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
